Pacific  Bell  Company  has  requested  the  District,  through  City 
College  of  San  Francisco,  to  provide  up  to  1100  hours  of  contract  instruction 
in  such  topics  as  Business,  Economics,  English,  Mathematics,  Psychology  and 
Speech,  for  their  personnel.  All  instruction  will  be  conducted  at  Pacific 
Bell  facilities. 

In  addition,  Pacific  Bell  has  requested  counseling  and  testing 
components  for  this  training  program.  The  District  will  provide  up  to  130 
hours  of  academic  counseling  each  semester  during  Fall  1990  and  Spring  1991, 
plus  up  to  80  hours  during  Summer  1991  for  Pacific  Bell  employees  to  assist 
them  in  proper  course  selection  and  academic  goals  determination.

(SAR),  is  sent  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the  Financial 
Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his/her  choice.  The 
institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who 
may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.

In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high 
schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  postsecondary  institutions.  Students 
then  submit  the  completed  application  to  a  Central  Processor  (College 
Scholarship  Services  of  American  Testing  Services).  The  approved  application, 
then  called  a  Student  Aid  Report,  (SAR),  is  sent  to  the  student  for 
presentation  by  the  student  to  the  Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary 
institution  of  his  or  her  choice.  The  institution  cannot  control  or  predict 
with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who  may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.  To  ration  the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  initial 
allocation  is  only  a  portion  of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental 
submission  of  SAR  documents  necessary.  These  documents  are  submitted  by  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Department  of  Education  as  the  method  of 
requesting  additional  funding. 

Problems  arise  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the 
Department  of  Education's  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental 
allocation  letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3) 
submitting  a  resolution  for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation 
before  the  agenda  deadline  date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and 
preparing  and  disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  the  Pell 
Grant  Program.  SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement 
program.  It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the 
fiscal  year  1990-91  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

The  1986-87  Capital  Outlay  Program  contained  a  project  to  Remodel 
Bungalows  1-4,  CCSF  to  accommodate  the  Financial  Aid  Office  now  located  on  the 
lower  level  of  the  Student  Union  Building.  The  purpose  of  the  project  was  to 
provide  handicapped  access  to  this  activity,  as  well  as,  more  adequate  space. 

By  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  861118-B13  at  their  regular 
meeting  on  November  11,  1986,  the  Governing  Board  appointed  the  firm  of  S. 
Iyama  &  Associates  to  provide  the  necessary  architectural  services  for  the 
remodeling  of  Bungalows  1-4.  The  resolution  also  authorized  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  to  negotiate  and  execute  a 
contract  on  behalf  of  the  SFCCD. 

Subsequent  to  the  funding  of  this  project,  the  State  Chancellor's 
Office  approved  and  provided  funding  for  a  new  library  for  City  College.  The 
bungalows  are  on  the  proposed  site  of  the  new  library  building  and  will  have 
to  be  removed  when  construction  starts  next  year.

Classified  Salary  Schedules  and 
Classified  Holiday  Substitution  -  1990-91 

President  and  Members: 

In  1987,  the  SFCCD  was  advised  by  San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise 
Renne  that  the  compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  is  established  pursuant  to  the  San  Francisco 
Charter,  Section  8.407  and  8.407-1.  The  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not 
involved  in  this  salary  setting  process  set  forth  in  the  San  Francisco 
Charter,  Section  8.407  and  8.407-1.  In  each  of  the  other  seventy  California 
community  college  districts  the  local  governing  board  establishes  the 
compensation  of  its  district's  classified  employees  pursuant  to  California 
Education  Code  Section  88160.  In  San  Francisco,  we  find  that  the  classified 
salary  rates  are  established  for  us  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  represent  the  first  and  prior  claim  upon  the  SFCCD  -  General  Fund. 
Consequently,  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not  allowed  to  adopt  any 
resolutions  concerning  the  compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of  the 
SFCCD,  except  that  which  is  permitted  under  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance. 

Section  VI. A  of  the  C&CSF  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  reads  in 
part  as  follows: 

"...The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  may,  for  its  own  employees  and  employees 
assigned  from  other  departments,  substitute  for  the  holidays 
declared  above  an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District,  it  is  necessary  to  have  our  classified  employees  observe  holidays  on 
the  same  days  which  are  school  holidays.  Therefore,  a  substitution  of  two 
holidays  is  recommended. 

San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  also  opined  that  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  need  not  provide  compensation  to  its 
College  Aides  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter,  Section  8.407.  Therefore,  it 
is  recommended  that  the  salary  rate  for  classification  3591,  College  Aide, 
remain  at  the  $5.02  per  hour  rate  for  Fiscal  Year  1990-91,  the  same  rate  as 
for  Fiscal  Year  1989-90.

need  developed  by  the  College  Scholarship  Service  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board  in  Berkeley, 
California.

California  Education  Code  Section  85003  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  in  a  district 
facility,  or  some  other  place  conveniently  accessible  to  the  residents  of  the 
district,  any  day  during  or  before  the  first  week  in  September  but  at  least 
three  days  following  availability  of  the  proposed  budget  for  public 
inspection,  at  which  any  resident  in  the  district  may  appear  and  object  to  the 
proposed  budget  or  any  item  in  the  budget.  The  hearing  may  be  concluded  on 
the  proposed  budget  when  there  are  no  requests  for  further  hearing  on  file. 
The  budget  shall  not  be  finally  adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  the  district 

until  after  the  public  hearing  has  been  held Notification  of  dates  and 

location  or  locations  at  which  the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the 
public  and  the  date,  time  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
budget  shall  be  published  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  then  in  any  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  at 
least  three  days  prior  to  the  availability  of  the  proposed  budget  for  public 
inspection " 

California  Education  Code  Section  85023  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"(d)  On  or  before  the  seventh  day  of  September  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  shall  adopt  a  final  budget " 

On  July  26,1990,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  900726- 
Bl,  setting  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  SFCCD 
Proposed  1990-91  Budget  and  set  August  12,  1990  as  the  date  for  publication  of 
the  public  notice  indicating  the  dates  and  location  at  which  the  proposed 
budget  may  be  inspected  by  the  public.  The  proposed  budget  was  available  for 
public  inspection  from  August  27,  1990  through  August  29,  1990  at  the  District 
Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  California. 
On  August  30,  1990,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  on  the  Proposed  Budget  1990- 
91.

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  official  State  forms  prescribed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, California  Community  College;  to  execute,  process,  and  file

Section  5  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized  to  convert 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  on  Community  College 
District  forms  to  the  forms  and  accounts  required  by  the  San 
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Francisco  Controller;  to  execute  all  necessary  budgetary  documents,

where  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  a  lump  sum  appropriation 
for  a  program  or  a  project,  transfers  to  subsidiary  appropriations 
as  required  by  City  and  County  or  State  budgetary  practices  may  be 
made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business;  that  transfers  from  the  Appropriation  for  Contingencies  to 
any  expenditure  classification  shall  be  made  only  by  formal  resolu- 
tion approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Governing 
Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  that  trans- 
fers between  major  budget  classifications  shall  be  made  only  by  a 
formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Board  as  provided  for  in  Education  Code  Section  85200;  and 
that  other  transfers  between  subordinate  accounts  within  a  single 
major  classification  may  be  made  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent 
and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business. 

Section  3  -  That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Business  are  hereby  authorized;  first,  to 
expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  the  position;  second, 
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to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code 
85200  and  expend  from  the  available  funds  budgeted  for  personal 
services;  and  third,  to  transfer  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
California  Education  Code  Section  85200  and  expend  from  any  other 
available  budgeted  funds  for  lump  sum  payments  to  classified 
employees  upon  death  or  retirement  for  service  or  separation  caused 
by  industrial  accident  for  accumulated  sick  leave  benefits  in 
accordance  with  Civil  Service  Commission  Rule  22,  Section  22.02.B9. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  position  held  by  an  employee  who  is 
entitled  to  such  lump  sum  payment  will  not  be  filled  with  either  a 
permanent  or  temporary  replacement  until  such  lump  sum  payment  has 
been  recovered  from  funds  budgeted  for  personal  services,  and 
further  provided  that  in  the  event  that  said  position  must  be  filled 
immediately  it  may  be  so  filled  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chancellor  Superintendent  and  approval  by  the  Governing  Board  of  a 
resolution  providing  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  4  -  That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and 
the  San  Francisco  Controller  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  continue  the  existing  special  and  trust  funds,  revolving 
funds  and  reserves;  and  the  receipts  in  and  expenditures  from  each 
such  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  and  the 
conditions  under  which  such  fund  was  established.  The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  set  up  additional  special  and 
trust  funds  and  reserves  as  may  be  created  by  either  additional 
requests  or  under  other  conditions  and  the  receipts  in  each  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the  purposes  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  fund  was  established. 

Section  5  -  That  whenever  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 

District  shall  receive  for  a  special  purpose  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  State  of  California,  or  from  any 
public  or  semi -public  agency,  or  from  any  private  person,  firm  or 
corporation  any  moneys,  or  property  to  be  converted  into  money, 
there  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Controller,  a  special  fund  or 
account  evidencing  the  said  moneys  so  received  and  specifying  the 
special  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  received  and  for  which 
they  are  held,  which  said  account  or  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
long  as  any  portion  of  said  moneys  or  property  remains.  Such 
receipts  are  hereby  appropriated  in  accordance  with  law  for  the 
purpose  and  subject  to  the  conditions  under  which  each  receipt  was 
received. 

Section  6  -  That  permanent  certificated  and  classified  positions 

continued  or  created  by  the  Governing  Board  in  the 
Adopted  Budget,  may  be  increased,  decreased,  or  reclassified  only  by 
a  formal  resolution  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Governing  Board.  Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent 
classified  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  used  to  provide 
for  a  temporary  employment  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
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pay,  or  for  the  temporary  filling  of  a  vacancy  in  a  permanent 
classified  position.  Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for 
permanent  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to 
certificated  hourly  accounts  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  replace  a 
permanent  occupant  of  a  position  while  on  extended  leave  without 
pay.  Such  transfers  shall  be  made  only  on  a  semester  by  semester 
basis.  Funds  provided  in  the  Adopted  Budget  for  permanent 
certificated  positions  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  be  transferred  to 
other  permanent  certificated  positions  when  the  incumbent  of  such 
position  becomes  or  ceases  to  be  a  department  chairperson. 

Section  7  -  That  surpluses  existing  in  appropriations  made  for 
permanent  positions  in  the  Adopted  Budget,  shall  be 
transferred  by  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 
Business  to  a  Salary  Savings  Account  in  the  fund  of  which  the 
appropriation  is  a  part.  Each  Salary  Savings  Account  in  excess  of 
the  amount  anticipated  and  appropriated  as  revenues  in  the  Adopted 
Budget  is  for  the  related  departments  appropriated  for  adjusting  the 
provisions  for  compensation  of  a  permanent  position  wherein  the 
amount  provided  such  compensation  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
employee,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily  employed,  the  compen- 
sation said  employee  is  legally  entitled  to  receive.  Each  Salary

Section  8  -  That  moneys  received  as  payment  for  damage  to  SFCCD 
automobiles  or  trucks,  or  other  property,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  such  equipment  or 
property.

SFCCD  Budget  contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds 
from  Disabled  Students  Programs  and  Services  (DSPS),  Matriculation, 
Adult  Basic  Education,  and  Extended  Opportunity  Program  and  Services

applicable  categorical  program. 

PART  4  -  CHILD  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

Section  1  -  The  Child  Development  Fund  portion  of  the  SFCCD  Budget 
contains  appropriation  of  categorical  funds  from  State 
Preschool  Program,  Center-Public  Child  Development  Program,  and 
Campus  Child  Care  Bailout.  Such  appropriation  shall  be  increased  or 
decreased  in  amount  to  the  amount  for  such  purposes  made  available 
during  the  year  1990-91  by  cash  receipts  or  allocations  from  the 
State  of  California.  Within  each  categorical  program,  transfers 
from  the  unallocated,  transfers  between  accounts,  and  transfers 
between  major  classes  are  authorized  to  be  made  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  and/or  Vice  Chancellor,  Business  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  the  State  of  California  in  the  operation  of  the 
applicable  categorical  program.

By  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  891221 -BIO,  City  College  was 
authorized  to  submit  an  application  for  funds  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education,  Special  Services  for  Disadvantaged  Students,  for  the  Communication 
Assistance  Project,  (CAP)  Writing  Center  in  the  amount  of  $269,582  for  the 
period  September  1,  1990  through  August  31,  1991. 

City  College  has  been  notified  and  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$147,265  for  the  twelve  month  period  from  September  1,  1990  through  August  31, 
1991.  City  College  was  previously  awarded  grants  of  $109,449  for  1980-81; 
$113,826  for  1981-82;  $109,272  for  1982-83;  $109,272  for  1983-84;  $114,272  for 
1984-85;  $119,414  for  1985-86;  $114,279  for  1986-87;  $121,707  for  1987-88; 
$147,501  for  1988-89,  and  $141,601  for  1989-90.  The  cumulative  total  for  the 
ten  years  is  $1,200,593.  These  funds  will  be  used  in  the  existing 
Communication  Assistance  Project  to  provide  support  services  for  developmental 
English  and  ESL  students  in  the  areas  of  writing  and  writing-related  skills.

President  and  Members: 

The  Physical  Education  Department,  North  gym,  City  College  of  San 
Francisco,  wishes  to  contract  with  (a)  Craig  Goodmond  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  day  classes,  and  with  (b)  Mozel  Nealy  Jr.  to  provide  drummer 
services  for  evening  classes,  for  the  African-Haitian  Dance  classes  for  the 
school  year. 

It  is  important  to  have  drummers  because  in  an  African-Haitian 
and/or  traditional  African  dance  class,  an  atmosphere  is  created  as  closely  as 
possible  to  all  the  traditional  realms  of  African  society. 

An  attitude  of  unity,  oneness  within  a  community,  is  critical  to 
create  in  the  classroom  to  express  traditional  African  dance.  The  live  drum 
is  important  in  achieving  this  unity. 

Africa  has  a  rich  variety  of  art  forms  in  religious  and  communal 
artifacts.  Both  music  forms  and  dance  forms  were  regarded  by  Africans  as 
integral  parts  of  their  culture.  Dancing  generally  involved  the  whole 
village,  either  as  active  participants  or  as  spectators.  Recorded  music  is 
not  a  satisfactory  substitute. 

Execution  of  these  contracts  is  necessary  because  of  special 
training  in  playing  traditional  rhythms  for  execution  of  African-Haitian, 
African-American,  south  American,  and  Caribbean  dances,  necessary  for  the 
continued  excellence  of  Physical  Education  500  -  African  Dance.  Contractors 
agree  and  declare  that  they  are  qualified  to  perform  such  special  services  and 
that  they  are  willing  to  render  them. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may

[Education  Code,  Section  87107  (d)]  and  the  Program  Improvement  Fund 
[Education  Code,  Section  84755  (b)  (4)  (16)].  In  its  memorandum,  dated 
November  14,  1989,  to  Affirmative  Action  workshop  participants,  the 
Chancellor's  office,  California  community  colleges  also  sanctioned  such  uses 
for  recruitment  including  Faculty  Diversity  Internship  Programs.

Dow,  Lohnes  and  Albertson,  Attorneys  at  Law,  negotiated  a  contract 
with  the  Department  of  Education,  Office  of  Student  Financial  Assistance 
(OSFA)  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  for  the 
purpose  of  resolving  the  audit  of  certain  of  the  federal  student  financial 
assistance  programs  administered  by  the  District  for  the  three  year  period 
ending  June  30,  1987,  Audit  Control  No.  09-8062. 

Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  approval  of  this  Agreement  by  OSFA, 
the  District  agrees  to  make  a  good  faith  payment  of  $50,000  to  OSFA,  such

A  "Transition  Plan"  for  the  removal  of  architectural  barriers  to  the 
physically  handicapped  was  prepared  for  the  District  in  1977  and  later  revised 
in  1979.  The  "Plan"  was  prepared  to  comply  with  Section  504  Regulations  of 
the  Federal  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973. 

Since  1977,  many  of  the  barriers  identified  in  the  "Plan"  have  been 
moved.  Current  State  Regulations  Title  24  pertaining  to  handicapped  access 
makes  the  "Plan"  obsolete. 

In  December,  1989,  the  College  was  notified  by  the  Office  of  Civil 
Rights  (OCR),  of  the  receipt  of  a  complaint  against  the  institution  alleging 
that  City  College  is  not  operating  its  programs  in  a  manner  that  is  accessible 
to  handicapped  individuals.  Subsequently,  an  on-site  visit  to  the  College  was 
conducted  by  the  OCR.  A  final  report  and  determination  of  the  investigation 
has  yet  to  be  received  by  the  District. 

In  light  of  the  above  and  recently  enacted  Federal  legislation 
regarding  handicapped  Civil  Rights,  staff  feels  that  a  thorough  survey  of  City 
College  be  conducted  to  identify  remaining  architectural  barriers  and  the 
solutions  (designs)  for  their  removal. 

The  architectural  firm,  Sally  Swanson  Associates,  was  requested  to 
submit  a  proposal  for  conducting  an  architectural  barrier  survey  for  City 
College  and  compliance  with  Title  24  of  the  State  of  California.   It  was 
requested  that  the  proposal  be  in  two  phases.  Phase  I  would  be  for  the 
survey.  Phase  II  would  be  recommendations  for  solutions  for  the  removal. 

This  firm  has  over  15  years  experience  in  this  specialized  field  of 
architectural  practice. 

Staff  has  reviewed  the  proposal  received  and  finds  it  complete  and 
the  fees  reasonable  for  the  services  required.  Therefore,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  proposal  from  the  firm  of  Sally  Swanson  Associates,  be  accepted  and 
authorization  be  given  to  execute  a  contract  for  special  services  and  advice. 
The  contract  is  to  be  for  Phase  I  of  the  proposal  with  consideration  of  Phase 
II  after  the  completion  of  Phase  I.

President  and  Members: 

Education  Code  Section  87408.6  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"(a)  Except  as  provided  in  subdivision  (h),  no  person 
shall  be  initially  employed  by  a  community  college  district  in  a 
certificated  or  classified  position  unless  the  person  has  submitted 
to  an  examination  within  the  part  60  days  to  determine  that  he  or 
she  is  free  of  active  tuberculosis,  by  a  physician  and  surgeon 
licensed  under  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  2000)  of  Division 
2  of  the  Business  and  Professions  Code.  This  examination  shall 
consist  of  an  X-ray  of  the  lungs,  or  an  approved  intradermal 
tuberculin  test,  which,  if  positive,  shall  be  followed  by  an  X-ray 
of  the  lungs.  The  X-ray  film  may  be  taken  by  a  competent  and 
qualified  X-ray  technician  if  the  X-ray  film  is  subsequently 
interpreted  by  a  physician  and  surgeon  licensed  under  Chapter  5 
(commencing  with  Section  2000)  of  Division  2  of  the  Business  and 
Professions  Code.  The  district  superintendent,  or  his  or  her 
designee,  may  exempt,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  60  days  following 
termination  of  the  pregnancy,  a  pregnant  employee  from  the 
requirement  that  a  positive  intradermal  tuberculin  test  be  followed 
by  an  X-ray  of  the  lungs. 

(b)  Therefore,  all  employees  shall  be  required 
to  undergo  the  foregoing  examination  at  least  once  each 
four  years  or  more  often  if  directed  by  the  governing 
board  upon  recommendation  of  the  local  health  officer. 

(c)  After  such  examination,  each  employee  shall 
cause  to  be  on  file  with  district  superintendent  a 
certificate  from  the  examining  physician  and  surgeon 
showing  the  employee  was  examined  and  found  free  from 
active  tuberculosis.  'Certificate,'  as  used  in  this 
subdivision,  means  a  certificate  signed  by  the  examining 
physician  and  surgeon  or  a  notice  from  a  public  health 
agency  or  unit  of  the  American  Lung  Association  which 
indicates  freedom  from  active  tuberculosis.  The  latter, 
regardless  of  form,  will  constitute  evidence  of  compliance 
with  this  section. 

(d)  This  examination  is  a  condition  of  initial 
employment  and  the  expense  incident  thereto  shall  be  borne 
by  the  applicant  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  rules  of 
the  governing  board.  However,  the  board  may,  if  an 
applicant  is  accepted  for  employment,  reimburse  such 
person  in  a  like  manner  prescribed  for  employees  in 
subdivision  (e). 
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(e)  The  governing  board  of  each  district  shall 
reimburse  the  employee  for  the  cost,  if  any,  of  this 
examination.  The  board  may  provide  for  the  examination 
required  by  this  section  or  may  establish  a  reasonable  fee 
for  such  examination  that  is  reimbursable  to  employees  of 
the  district  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section." 

In  1984  the  Governing  Board  set  a  maximum  fee  of  $23.00  for 
reimbursement  cited  in  subsection  (e)  above.  This  fee  was  based  on  the 
average  fee  being  charged  in  San  Francisco  (Mission  Neighborhood  Health 
Center).  The  cost  of  the  X-ray  has  increased  since  the  initial  setting  of  the 
reimbursement  rate.  Current  research  of  the  providers  of  this  service 
indicates  that  a  reasonable  reimbursement  rate  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  $40.00. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  840515-B5  be  amended 

to  reflect  a  higher  reimbursement  rate  and  pursuant  to 
Education  Code  Section  87408.6  (e),  the  reimbursement  rate  shall  be

The  Collective  Bargaining  Contract  between  the  District  and  the 
UPE,  Local  790,  representing  the  classified  unit,  expired  on  June  30,  1990. 
The  UPE  submitted  its  Initial  proposals  on  April  26,  1990. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and 
of  public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters 
within  the  scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented 
at  a  public  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and 
thereafter  shall  be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any 
proposal  until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the 
submission  of  the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to 
become  informed  and  the  public  has  the  opportunity  to 
express  itself  regarding  the  proposal  at  a  meeting  of 
the  public  school  employer.

P.M.  3.04   Policy  and  Procedures  Governing  the  Employment  of  Administrators 

The  screening  and  recommendation  of  applicants  for  administrative  positions  in 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  the  responsibility  of  a 
tripartite  committee  with  equal  representation  of  students,  faculty  members  and 
administrators,  except  as  provided  herein. 

A.  Selection  of  Committee  Members 

1.  Division  Administrators:  Administrators  on  the  committee  will  be 
selected  by  the  President  of  the  Community  College  Centers  Division 
or  the  President  of  the  College  Division  in  conference  with  the 
District  and  divisional  administrators. 

Faculty  members  in  the  College  Division  will  be  selected  by  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate.  The  Community  College 
Centers  Division  Academic  Senate  will  select  representatives  for 
appointments  in  that  division. 

Students  will  be  selected  by  the  appropriate  Student  Council  for 
either  division.  At  City  College,  committee  members  will  be 
selected  by  the  Associated  Students  Council.  In  the  case  of  the 
Community  College  Centers  Division,  the  Academic  Senate  will 
determine  student  representatives. 
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2.  District  Office  Administrators:  In  the  case  of  the  District  Office 
Division,  one  administrator  each  will  be  selected  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent,  the  President  of  the  College  Division  and  the 
President  of  the  Centers  Division.  The  faculty  representatives 
will  be  selected  one  each  by  the  two  Senates  and  the  third  will  be 
chosen  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  Senates.  Three  additional 
representatives  of  the  District  Office  classified  staff,  two  to  be 
selected  by  the  office  staff  and  one  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent. 

3.  Upon  the  announcement  of  administrative  vacancy,  each  group  will 
have  thirty  calendar  days  to  select  its  members  to  the  committee. 
Should  any  of  the  groups  fail  to  select  committee  members,  the 
other  segments  are  authorized  to  proceed. 

B.  Screening  and  Interviewing  of  Candidates 

The  first  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation  of  a  list  of 
acceptable  candidates.  This  list  will  be  developed  by  the  committee 
from  the  roster  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  of  acceptable  candidates  will  then  be  assessed  and 
the  committee  will  determine  which  applicants  are  to  be  interviewed. 
Selected  candidates  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the  committee.  The 
committee  will  select  the  three  best  candidates  for  each  position. 
These  names  will  be  submitted  to  the  President  of  the  appropriate 
Division  in  an  unranked  listing. 

The  President  then  shall  interview  each  of  the  candidates  and  provide 
a  ranked  listing  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent.  In  the  case  of  the 
District  Office  Division,  the  committee's  recommendation  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent. 

The  Chancellor  Superintendent  has  the  responsibility  for  making  the 
final  recommendation  to  the  Governing  Board.  He/She  may  recommend  any 
one  of  the  three  candidates  to  the  Governing  Board  for  appointment,  or 
he/she  may  reject  all  three  candidates  and  (1)  request,  the  committee 
to  provide  three  new  names,  or  (2)  direct  that  a  new  selection  process 
be  started. 

C.  Not  withstanding  any  and  all  other  provisions  of  this  Policy  manual, 
the  Chancellor  Superintendent  may  recommend  to  the  Governing  Board,  at 
his/her  discretion  without  following  the  above  described  process, 
individuals  to  fill  the  following  positions:  Vice  Chancellor  - 
Educational  Services,  Director  Development — and  Community  Relations 
Vice  Chancellor  -  Planning,  Research  and  Institutional  Development, 
Executive  Assistant  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent,  Affirmative 
Action  Officer,  Public  Relations  Officer,  and  Director  -  Personnel 
Employee  Relations  ("exempt  positions") 
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An  exempt  administrator  may  be  appointed  to  another  exempt  position. 
An  exempt  administrator  may  be  reassigned  to  a  non-administrative 
position.  Such  reassignment  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
PM  3.31  (Reassignment  of  Administrators)  but  shall  be  subject  to 
notification  by  March  15  preceding  that  school  year  in  which  the 
reassignment  is  to  occur.  Such  reassignment  shall  not  be  to  an 
instructional/student  services  area  in  the  College  Division  or  the 
Centers  Division  unless  the  individual  to  be  reassigned  has 
satisfactorily  undergone  the  established  hiring  procedures  of  the  area 
to  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  individual  be  reassigned.  Any  person 
holding  an  exempt  position  may  be  appointed  to  a  non-exempt 
administrative  position,  provided  that  the  procedures  set  forth  in 
Parts  A  and  B  of  this  policy  (PM  3.04)  has  been  satisfied.

Persons  hired  into  academic  positions  after  July  1,  1990  who 
have  not  previously  been  employed  by  a  school  or  community  college 
district  shall  submit  fingerprints  for  the  determination  of  criminal 
records  which  would  prohibit  their  employment  pursuant  to  Education 
Code,  Section  87405.  In  addition,  Schedule  I  and  II  all  contract 
(probationary)  and  regular  certificated  employees  shall  be  required 
to  pass  satisfactorily  a  health  examination  as  required  in  the 
Administrative  Regulations.

Reorganization  Implementation  Steering  Committee  (RISC) 

President  and  Members: 


The  Governing  Board  has  adopted  the  concept  of  a  single  college 
district,  the  "integrated  services  model,"  as  proposed  by  Strategic  Planning 
Associates  (SPA) .   A  contract  was  developed  between  SFCCD  and  SPA  recognizing 
the  obligations  of  SPA  and  the  District,  through  the  Reorganization 
Implementation  Steering  Committee  (RISC)  in  planning  for  and  carrying  out  that 
charge. 

As  one  of  the  first  steps  in  this  implementation  phase,  a  formal 
statement  on  RISC' s  membership  and  responsibilities  was  prepared.   It  is 
presented  in  the  form  of  a  resolution. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   The  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  is  desirous  of 
facilitating  a  successful  transition  to  an  "Integrated  Services 
Model;" 

ensuring  widespread  stakeholder  participation  in  reorganization 
planning  and  implementation; 

receiving  a  wide  range  of  advice  regarding  reorganization 
details; 

deriving  maximum  benefit  from  limited  reorganizational 
resources;  and  , 

accomplishing  organizational  change  in  as  short  a  time  period 
as  reasonably  possible; 

THEREFORE:   The  Governing  Board  resolves  to  establish  during  the 

period  of  transition  an  SFCCD  Reorganization 
Implementation  Steering  Committee  (RISC)  constituted  and  empowered 
as  follows: 


RISC  Membership/Composition 

The  RISC  will  consist  0>f  twelve  members.   Each  will  be  selected 
either  by  an  appropriate  stakeholder  constituency,  by  virtue  of 
occupying  a  particular  District  position  significantly  affected  by 
reorganization,  or  in  order  to  ensure  widespread  community 
representation  in  the  change  process.   The  Chancellor  shall  serve 
as  the  Chair  of  RISC. 


Constituencies  and  Positions  to  be  Represented  (subject  to  change) 
•   Each  of  the  three  major  employee  unit  representatives  (American 

Federal  of  Teachers  2121,  United  Public  Employees  7  90,  and 

Department  Chairperson  Council) 

Each  of  the  two  Faculty  Senates  (CCSF  and  Centers) 

Administrators'  Association 

President,  Centers  Division 

President,  City  College  of  San  Francisco 

Chancellor,  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
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•  Each  student  body  (Centers  and  CCSF) .   A  designee  may  be 
selected  by  the  CCSF  Student  Council 

•  An  individual  selected  by  and  from  the  SFCCD  Governing  Board 
appointed  Citizens'  Reorganization  Advisory  Board 

Activities  and  Responsibilities 

The  principal  purpose  of  the  RISC  is  to  facilitate  and  oversee 
SFCCD  transition  from  the  existing  organizational  structure  to  the 
"Integrated  Services  Model"  adopted  in  concept  by  the  Governing 
Board  on  January  25,  1990.   In  order  to  accomplish  this  purpose, 
the  RISC  is  authorized  to  engage  in  activities  such  as: 

•  Planning  Oversight 

The  RISC  shall  act  as  a  planning  oversight  committee 
deliberating  upon  planning  procedures  and  advising  the  District 
Governing  Board  regarding  matters  of  strategic  significance  in  the 
organizational  transition  process.   (The  RISC  and  the  District's 
reorganization  consultants,  Strategic  Planning  Associates,  will 
cooperate  in  this  endeavor.) 

•  Coordination 

The  RISC  shall  take  reasonable  steps  to  ensure  that 
reorganization  planning  and  implementation  activities  are 
effectively  coordinated  to  ensure  efficient  use  of  resources, 
timeliness,  and  appropriate  scheduling  of  activities. 

•  Communication 

The  RISC  shall  oversee  the  formation  and  operation  of  a 
communication  strategy  for  effectively  informing  the  San  Francisco 
community  regarding  reorganization  activities  and  decisions. 

Also,  the  RISC  shall  undertake  whatever  steps  are  reasonable, 
e.g.,  public  hearings,  written  communique,  or  testimony  at 
regularly  scheduled  RISC  meetings,  to  solicit  the  views  of  . 
appropriate  San  Francisco  constituencies  regarding  reorganization 
plans  and  activities. 

Each  RISC  member  is  obligated  to  communicate  with  his  or  her 
constituents  and  thus  have  these  views  appropriately  voiced  in 
RISC  deliberations. 

•  Deliberation 

The  RISC  is  the  setting  in  which  change  and  implementation 
proposals  will  be  presented  and  questions  will  be  posed  regarding 
their  feasibility  and  desirability. 

When  presented  with  or  otherwise  becoming  aware  of  significant 
differences  of  opinion  among  SFCCD  stakeholders  regarding 
reorganization  planning  or  implementation  activities,  the  RISC 
shall  attempt  to  resolve  differences. 
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•  Impasse 

If  unable  to  resolve  significant  differences  of  opinion 
regarding  an  important  reorganization  matter,  the  RISC  will 
explain  the  situation  to  the  SFCCD  Governing  Board  in  a  fair  and 
impartial  manner  and  seek  resolution  from  that  body. 

•  Recommendations 

The  RISC  should  be  prepared  to  make  public  presentations  to  the 
Governing  Board  and,  where  appropriate,  make  recommendations  for 
Governing  Board  action.

Implementation  of  Drug-Free 
Schools  and  Campuses  Regulations 

President  and  Members: 

The  Drug-Free  Schools  and  Communities  Act 
Amendments  of  1989  require  the  Department  of  Education  to 
adopt  implementing  regulations.   The  Department  of  Education 
has  done  so  through  its  adoption  of  the  Drug-Free  Schools  and 
Campuses  Regulations.   These  regulations  require  the 
District,  as  a  condition  of  receiving  funds  or  other  form  of 
financial  assistance  under  any  federal  program,  to  certify 
that  it  has  adopted  and  implemented  a  drug  prevention 
program. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for 
adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  adopts  and 

implements  its  drug  prevention  program 
to  include,  at  a  minimum,  the  following: 

A.   The  annual  distribution  in  writing  to  each 

employee,  and  to  each  student  who  is  taking  one 
or  more  classes  for  any  type  of  academic 
credit  except  for  continuing  education  units, 
regardless  of  the  length  of  the  student's 
program  of  study,  of: 

1.  Standards  of  conduct  that  clearly  prohibit, 
at  a  minimum,  the  unlawful  possession,  use, 
or  distribution  of  illicit  drugs  and 
alcohol  by  students  and  employees  on 
District  property  or  as  part  of  any 
District  activities;
